In the Instant case, the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different process such as a process with 
a slot that does not have a length that spans a length of a stencil but has a slot 
with a width larger than a width of the die 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
